‘BILL TO PUT COAL BUSINESS 
UNDER CONTROL OF THE STATE 


supervision Would Be Be Carried om as. 
Was That of the Federal 
Fuel Administration. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.—A 
proposed bill to place the coal. Dusir 
ness under State supervision wae in- 
troduced in the House yesterday by 
Representatives Eigel and Rabenberg 

of St. Louis. It is similar to the #u- 
pervision which was assumed by the 
Federa! authorities in the enactment 
of the Federal Fuel Administration 
which ceased operation iast Febru- 
ary. 

The measure was indorsed by for- 
mer State Fuel Administrator Wal- 
lace Croesicy and E. J. Wallace of 
St. Louis, who was connected with 
the Fue! Administration in that city. 
Wallace said he drafted the measure 
after studying the coal situation in 
St. Louts and other sections of the 
State — 

“The bill will provide for this su- 
pervision under the direction of the 
Attorney-General of the State, and 
all expenses will be borne by the 
dealers, as may be outlined by the 
Attorney-General,” said Walace. 

The proposed system will be to 
find out the cost of coal on the 
tracks at St. Louls, or wherever the 
place may be, determined by expert 
accountants, actual cost of handling 
the coal to be known as a. ‘Service 
charge’ and then the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will decide on what a reasonable 
profit should be 

“This will prevent the selling by 
the dealers of coal in summer below 
cost and increasing the price in the 
winter months to unreasonable fig- 
ures, thus inflicting injustice upon 
the laboring classes who cannot ef- 
ford to buy coal in the summer 
months It will also prohibit the 
overnight raise in prices on account: 
of blizzards, strikes, etc, 

‘It will stabilize the coal business 
and insure the workmen for the com- 
panies a proper compensation § for 
their labors, rather than decrease 
the wage scale as the coal prices de- 
crease In other words, it ls prac- 
tically a continuation of the Govern- 
ment supervision of the coal busi- 
néxs, only it will be under the State 
instead of the Government.”

New York Fimes: We are so much 
occupied with ‘the outward menace of 
bolshevism that we are unable to give 
much attention to its inward opera- 
tions; and are hampered besides by the 
fact that observers of bolshevism in 
Russia, unless they adhere to its doc- 
trines, are unpopular and likely to be 
driven out or kept to starve in jail. 
jut an entertaining account of Bolshe- 
vist education in the fine arts is given 
by a correspondent of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, whose observations, reprinted 
by The New Europe, are worthy of ex- 
tended study. There is a Commissary 
of Popular Enlightenment, Mr. Luna- 
charsky, whose work is known in Rus- 
Sia as Prolet-Kult, an abbreviation of 
proletarian culture, and includes all 
activities having to do with art and 
education. 

The correspondent finds that in some 
directions the Commissary is making 
some headway in carrying art to the 
masses; but his work is hampered by 
lack of co-operation from the artists.

Bestowed Freely to Enlist Sympathy—Censop. 

ship Has Strong Hold on Newspapers

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Of all 
the evila which have survived the 
war, none is so insidious in _ its 
poisonous effects on public opinion 
round the world as propaganda or 
censorship. Germany may have been 
the master of this art, but other Gov- 
ernments are preparing to go her 
one better. One finds in England, for 
example, propaganda attacking the 
United States which is attributable 
to certain French sources which are 
most prominent in the French press 
in their denunciation of American 
proposals. Certain Italians have 
conducted steadily a propaganda for 
territorial claims. Propaganda is be- 
ing fed into the small countries of 
Central and Southern Europe whose 
territorial status is in doubt. In some 
cases it has been found that one of 
our allies held up food shipments to 
certain populations and gave it to 
others accompanied with a propa- 
ganda to influence their political ac- 
tion. 

Propaganda bureaus, known to 
the public in America, however, as 
bureaus of education or committees 
on public information, are conduct- 
ed by most of the allied Governments 
in different parts of the world. Some 
of the chiefs of these propaganda 
bureaus deem it their duty to write 
letters to the newspapers which hap- 
pen to print articles reflecting upon 
their Governments, and to assai: 
those articles even though they are 
presenting the truth and the propa- 
gandists know it. Their instruc- 
tions are to attack anything or ev- 
erything. If they do not directiy 
refute these articles they usually 
prevail upon some Americans or 
other nationals to do so. 


Propagandists in Paris. 

Paris is full of propagandists, and 
they are very insidious. Frequently 
they work their purposes throuch 
social attention or the flattery of 
foreign decorations. “Ribbon hunt- 
ers’ is the title familiarly given by 
Americans to those of their country- 
men who always find something 
wrong with what the United States 
Government is proposing and every- 
thing right in the objections of for- 
eign Governments. While it is true 
that many Americans who have re- 
ceived decorations from Europeaa 
Governments have not had their per- 
spective affected, there are those 
who suddenly become about 50 per 
cent Americans thereafier. ‘This, of 
course. has no reference to the dec- 
orations given for valor in battle, 
but applies to those who come _ to 
Europe on missions of various sorts 
and are promptly given decorations 
by foreign Governments, whereupon 
they are not as stanch advocates of 
the American point of view as they 
were before. 

I have heard this sort of propa- 
ganda by decoration both denounced 
and defended. The defenders declare 
that the honor bestowed by the for- 
eign Government is usually in recog- 
nition of a breadth of view by the 
recipient, his willingness to subordi- 
nate an inten®e nationalism to a de- 
Unquestion- 
ably many decorations have been 
given for this purpose, and unques- 
tionably many men have disregarded
